The stomach contents of a box of this species, 
caught over a sand-shell bottom about twenty meters 
deep, off Pizmo Beach, California, upon examination 
were found to consist of: two young rays (Raja bin- 
oculata); one example of Otophidium taylori, and re- 
mains of other fishes ; many shrimps, and three species 
of crabs; one clam (Siliqua), and a small starfish.
